MOTHER PAYS TRIBUTE TO 
‘INSPIRATIONAL’ DAUGHTER

A MOTHER has paid trib¬ 
ute to her ‘inspirational’ 
daughter, who died of a 
rare condition that left her 
trapped in her own body. 

Mary Gilbert, of 

Hastings Road, Southend, 
spoke of the bravery of 
Beverley Neil, of Burnaby 
Road, following her 

inquest at Southend 
Coroner’s Court last 

Thursday. 

Beverley was a 45-year- 
old mother-of-one, who 
worked as a clerical assis¬ 
tant for the Ministry of 
Defence. 

She suffered from a 
number of different ill¬ 
nesses from the age of 
seven, which included 
‘usher syndrome’ and 
Rubella. These left her 
partially deaf and blind 
and affected her speech 
and balance. 

Mary said: “My daughter 
never complained and was 
always grateful while 
being independent.” 

Despite her conditions, 
Beverley did everything 
possible to live a normal 
life and managed to get 
nine O-Levels while study¬ 
ing at Shoebury High 
School. 

“She even passed her dri¬ 
ving test,” Mary contin¬ 
ued. “Everything in her 
life was geared towards her 
getting better. 

“I have never laughed so 
much with somebody - she 
was a true inspiration.” 

Beverley then battled 


against ‘locked-in’ syn¬ 
drome until her death in 
August. 

The condition, brought 
on by a stroke, held her 
prisoner in her own body 
because all her voluntary 
muscles - apart from her 
eyes - were paralysed. 

“The last four months of 
Beverley’s life were hor¬ 
rendous. Locked-in syn¬ 
drome meant she could not 
speak, eat, see or hear - all 
she could do was blink her 
eyes,” Mary added. 

Towards the end of her 
life, Beverley relied on the 
increased care of her 
mother and daughter, 
Destiny Gilbert, 23. 

She died in Southend 
Hospital from pneumonia 
on Monday, August 19. 

Her brain has been 
donated to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital for research. 

Dr Peter Dean recorded a 
narrative verdict of death 
from complications result¬ 
ing from a progressive 
neurological disorder. 

He said: “Beverley 
developed medical com¬ 
plications at a young age 
but was still determined to 
study. 

“As a studious girl, she 
managed to get nine quali¬ 
fications despite all her 
health problems. 

“Her conditions got so 
severe that she could no 
longer keep up the fight.”

Hospital role for 7/7 suwivor 


THE MOST injured survivor of the 
7/7 London bombings has been 
given a prestigious role at an Essex 
hospital. 

Daniel Biddle, from Romford, who 
lost both legs, his left eye, spleen 
and went through 87 pints of blood 
during transfusions, is the new dis¬ 
ability adviser at Southend Hospital. 

The 31-year-old has also agreed to 
become chairman of the hospital’s 
disability network for staff and 
patients. 

Daniel, who is now in a wheel¬ 
chair, said: “Through circumstances, 


I have had to face the many difficul¬ 
ties encountered daily by people in 
wheelchairs and those with other 
disabilities. 

“It is only when you experience 
these problems first-hand that you 
can fully appreciate the frustrations 
and limitations, so I was extremely 
pleased to accept the invitation to act 
as an adviser at Southend Hospital.” 

The new adviser relived the horror 
of the bombings, which killed 52 
people, at London’s Royal Courts of 
Justice last week. 

Mr Biddle was catapulted through 


the train doors and on to the track by 
the blast on the Edgware Road train, 
before spending several weeks in a 
coma. 

Surgeons had to remove his door 
keys and some loose change that had 
become embedded in his body by the 
blast. 

A 20p piece is still lodged in his 
thigh bone. 

Southend Hospital’s equality and 
diversity manager, Amit Popat, said: 
“We want to provide the best possi¬ 
ble service and care for all our 
patients and hospital users, so 


Daniel’s agreement to act as our 
chair and adviser on all matters con¬ 
cerning disability and access will be 
absolutely invaluable. 

“We have a great deal of redevel¬ 
opment going on around the hospital 
site at the moment and it is a chal¬ 
lenge for us to ensure that all our 
facilities meet the needs of our dis¬ 
abled users. 

“Daniel’s participation and contri¬ 
butions will help us ensure that, as 
far as possible, we achieve this goal. 
We are truly delighted he has accept¬ 
ed our invitation.”

Stopping domestic abuse

A MAJOR campaign aims to high¬ 
light the help available to people at 
risk of harm. 

Domestic Abuse Awareness Week 
runs until Friday, November 26. 

Members of Southend Domestic 
Abuse Forum - which represents a 
range of agencies in the borough - 
are using the Essex Police trailer at 
the top end of Southend High Street 
to give out information on domestic 
abuse and offer details about the ser¬ 
vices in Southend that respond to 
this. 

Helena Whitehouse, manager of 
the Fledgelings Child and Family 
Contact Centre, said: “One in five 
young men and one in 10 young 
women think that violence or abuse 
in relationships is acceptable. 

“Domestic abuse affects everyone 
- parents and their children. 

“SOS Domestic Abuse Projects 
aims to support women, children and 
families and help them stay safe, 
escape and recover from abuse.” 

Southend Police received more 
than 3,500 reported incidents of 
domestic abuse last year, although it 
is estimated that represents only 35 
per cent of all cases. 

For those experiencing domestic 
abuse, help is also available from: 

■ Safer Places - advice, support 
and safe accommodation for women 
and children fleeing domestic abuse. 
Support for men and women who are 
experiencing domestic abuse and 
wish to remain in their own homes. 
Call 0845 0177 668. 

■ SOS Domestic Abuse Project’s 
Dove Project - a drop-in service for 
women experiencing past or present 
domestic abuse, run by specialist 
trained staff and volunteers, with

Westcliff Crisis 
Centre reopens

A DOMESTIC abuse project 
in Southend has reopened after 
a month of refurbishment. 

The Dove Crisis Centre, in 
West Road, supports women 
who have suffered at the hands 
of their partners, family mem¬ 
bers or carers. 

Maggi Howell MBE, chair of 
trustees for SOS Domestic 
Abuse Projects, which runs the 
centre, said: “We wanted to 
ensure that women who were 
using the centre were being 
treated with respect and 
dignity. 


“Unfortunately, through 13 
years of overuse, the carpets 
were threadbare and the paint 
was peeling.” 

Staff at RBS, Homebase and 
Southend Crime and Disorder 
Reduction Partnership donated 
funds and materials to enable 
the redecoration of the centre. 

SOS Domestic Abuse 
Projects was established in 
1976 as Southend Women’s 
Aid. The organisation changed 
its name in late 2009 to more 
accurately reflect the variety of 
services it offers. 

The project provides crisis 
and ongoing support, thera¬ 


peutic services, a confidential 
telephone helpline, training, 
family work, supervised child 
contact and work in the com¬ 
munity with individuals and 
families affected by domestic 
abuse.

The centre is open 
Monday to Friday, from 10am 
to 4pm.

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Pair jailed for rapes in town

A MAN was jailed for four-and-a-half years 
for raping a woman in Leigh. 

Aaron Miller, 25, of Delhi Road, Basildon, 
pleaded guilty at Basildon Crown Court to 
raping a 46-year-old woman on London Road, 
Leigh, in March, and was sentenced on 
Thursday, November 18.

Abbs had previously denied the 
offences, but a jury convicted him of | 
rape and assault by penetration at 
Basildon Crown Court on Friday, 
November 12. 

The court heard how the victim 
awoke to find her attacker on top of | 
her, pinning her down, and sexually 
assaulting her.

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Flats recycle food waste

SOUTHEND residents now have 
more opportunities to recycle their 
food waste. 

Until recently, those living in 
large blocks of flats had not been 
able to put their food waste out for 
collection in the same way as 
those in houses. 

However, Southend Council, 
working with its waste contractor, 
Cory Environmental, trialled a 
food waste collection service for 
residents in Blackdown, Grampion 
and Brecon flats. 

This was so successful, it is 
being extended to other flats over 


the next two years, starting with 
Barrington Flats in Southchurch 
Road, and Quantock Flats in 
Chichester Road. 

Emma Cheesman, recycling and 
administration manager at Cory 
Environmental, said: “We were 
delighted by the results of this 
trial, collecting over four tonnes in 
six months. 

“In a survey of residents during 
the trial, over 90 per cent said they 
participated in the scheme every 
week and over 85 per cent were 
satisfied with it, which is hugely 
encouraging.” 

Since the blue bin food waste 
scheme started in September 


2008, Southend residents have 
recycled 6,923 tonnes of food 
waste. 

This has contributed more than 
four per cent towards Southend’s 
current recycling rate of 42 per 
cent, but food waste still makes up 
more than 30 per cent of the aver¬ 
age household black refuse sack 
collected in Southend. 

Councillor for environment, 
Tony Cox, said: “I would like to 
thank all residents who are cur¬ 
rently recycling food waste.”

returned from a fact¬ 
finding mission to 
Ghana to find out 
more about mental 
illness and the treat¬ 
ment available in 
developing countries.

TWO men were injured after an unprovoked 
glass attack at a Southend nightspot.

Shop local 
fraudsters

SOUTHEND residents who suspect their neigh¬ 
bours are involved in tenancy fraud are being 
urged not to let them get away with it. 

Essex authorities were recently accused of hav¬ 
ing an approach to tenancy abuse that ranged from 
‘the lackadaisical to the wimpish’. 

Southend Council and South Essex Homes say 
they are proactive when it comes to cracking 
down on fraud, but both are determined not to be 
complacent and have appealed for the public to act 
as their eyes and ears in the town. 

In a bid to combat sub-letting and other housing 
fraud, photographs are now taken of all new ten¬ 
ants moving into council-owned properties. 

Officers from South Essex Homes also carry 
out annual audits of one in five council-owned 
properties. 

Anna Waite, executive councillor for adult 
social care, health and housing, said: “The charge 
that local authorities in Essex are wimpish about 
tenancy fraud cannot be levelled at Southend. 

“South Essex Homes is very proactive and 
audits 20 per cent of properties every year. 

“The message has gone out that we won’t toler¬ 
ate sub-letting, but we will never totally eradicate 
the problem and need our residents to continue 
being vigilant and contact us if they suspect ten¬ 
ancy fraud is taking place.” 

The most common types of tenancy misuse are: 

■ Unlawful sub-letting, including sub-letting 
the whole property to a single household or mul¬ 
tiple sublets within one property. 

■ Non-occupation by tenants as their principal 
home. 

■ Wrongly claimed succession. 

■ Unauthorised assignment. 

■ Key selling - where the tenant leaves the prop¬ 
erty and passes on the keys to someone else in 
return for a one-off lump sum payment. 

Anyone with suspicions about tenants in coun¬ 
cil-owned properties is urged to contact South 
Essex Homes on 0800 833160.

Q. Am I obliged to stop marketing my 
home once I have accepted an offer? 

A. Strictly speaking, the answer is No. One of 
the peculiarities of the English system of 
buying and selling property is that nothing is 
actually binding on either party until contracts 
are exchanged. So, while it is generally accepted practice that active 
marketing ceases once a genuine offer has been accepted, you are not 
actually under any legal obligation to observe that convention - although if you 
do decide to continue marketing, your agent is obliged to inform the original 
buyer, in writing. 

Much is often made of the apparent unfairness of this situation, particularly by 
consumer groups - which is rather ironic, given that buyers are equally free to 
renege on any offer they might make. Indeed, in view of that very fact, it can 
be extremely tempting for you as the seller to try and hedge your bets a little - 
particularly if you’ve had your fingers burned already. 

However, try looking at things from your buyer’s perspective. Of course, he or 
she wants a “Sold” board to go up straight away, and for all further marketing 
to cease. But far from betraying some devious private agenda, this is an 
entirely understandable position to take. And it’s worth remembering that you 
will feel exactly the same way if and when you make an offer on another 
property yourself! 

Ultimately, you should really trust your agent’s professional judgement in this; 
after all, that’s one of the things you’re paying him for. Of course, if he had 
originally had any serious doubts about your buyer’s bona fides or ability to 
proceed, then he presumably wouldn’t have recommended acceptance of the 
offer in the first place. Nevertheless, new factors can sometimes come to light 
at a later stage which might prompt your agent to revise his view. 

In the absence of any particular concerns of this kind, however, I would advise 
you to let things take their normal course. After all, with the market the way it 
is at present, genuine buyers aren’t that easy to find!

Get a sensible deal 



J UST like any 
other policy, car 
insurance can 
seem expensive until 
you need it. Most of 
us will accept this 
premise, however 
ruefully after that first 
serious prang. But 
what is hard to 
accept is how diffi¬ 
cult it is to shop 
around and get a 
‘sensible’ insurance 
quote in the first 
place. 

Perhaps you are the 
sort of person who 
irons creases in your 
jeans. In that case, 
you probably have no 
trouble at all and pay 
peanuts in premiums. 

But let the insur¬ 
ance companies sniff 
the first hint of a ‘hot 
hatch’, dubious post¬ 
code or a peccadillo 
in your driving youth 
and your premium 
can rocket, however 
careful you might 
think you are. 

Even when you 
have a fairly staid 
request, the variation 
in quotes, no claims 
bonuses and excess 
options can produce 
a mystifying variation 
in quotes. 

Your insurance bro¬ 
ker might well be fed 
up that the compa¬ 


nies he deals with are 
selling direct and 
undercutting him. 

Yet, it can be that 
same loyal broker 
who ends up getting 
you the best deal, 
even against compe¬ 
tition from Direct Line, 
AA and car manufac¬ 
turer’s own policies. 

Take a close look at 
the insurance group¬ 
ings of the cars you’re 
looking to buy. 

You can keep your 
premium low by 
choosing carefully the 
car you buy - and 
since April 1994 
when the Chancellor 
clobbered company 
car users, there is no 
shame in opting for 
something like a Ford 
Focus Ghia 1.6-litre 
(insurance group 6) 
rather than a 2.0-litre 
Zetec version (group 
8 ). 

Common Insurance 
Queries 

I have fully compre¬ 
hensive insurance, so 
am I covered to drive 
any car with the same 
level of cover? 

The usual private 
car policy covers you 
for just the car/s you 
have specified, so if 
you change your car 
or buy an additional 
one, you must make 


arrangements to 
insure it. 

In addition, your 
policy may cover you 
to drive cars not 
belonging to you, but 
this is for third party 
only (i.e. cover for 
damage you do to 
other people and 
property) and is not 
automatically given - 
check with your insur¬ 
ers to be sure. 

I have an ‘any driver 
policy’, so it is OK for 
anyone to drive my 
car? 

Your ‘any driver’ 
cover would be 
based on the infor¬ 
mation you gave 
when originally taking 
out the policy. For 
instance, if all drivers 
at that time were over 
25, accident and con¬ 
viction free, your pre¬ 
mium would reflect

Foster to get the benefit 

ESSEX County Cricket Club have handed 
captain James Foster a benefit year in 2011. 

The 30-year-old wicketkeeper joined Essex 
in 2000, and has gone on to score more than 
8,000 first-class runs. 

Highlights of his career include hitting 204 
against Nottinghamshire in 2007, and enjoyed 
his most successful season with the bat in 
2008. 

He made 912 runs in the championship, 
including three centuries, and claimed 54 vic¬ 
tims to help the county achieve success in the 
Friends Provident Trophy and NatWest Pro40 
Division Two. 

Foster has also represented England behind 
the stumps, making his debut in the tours to 
India and Sri Lanka in 2001/02, while he 
received recognition for his good form in 
2009, when he played in the World Twenty20 
tournament. 

Foster, who was made captain last season 
after succeeding Mark Pettini, said: “I believe 
it is a huge honour to be awarded a benefit 
year by Essex Cricket and it is amazing that 
the club have recognised my contribution and 
hard work. 

“The upcoming year is going to be busy for 
me as I will also still be captaining the side, 
which is my first and main priority. 

“I’ve thoroughly enjoyed my career to date. 
Making my debut for Essex in 2000 was obvi¬ 
ously a huge honour and I have been very for¬ 
tunate to continue representing the club over 
the following decade. 

“I have many happy memories and featured 
in some memorable matches for the county 
that I will never forget. Hopefully there will 
be plenty more successes in the future.”
